

1 * Llanouvers of combined air force and army units were lie Id at 
the KAkKEEDCRf (K 52/E 78) troop trai ag grounds, fighters, 
mostly in groups of three or six planes, took off from the 
JUETERBOGr-ALTES LAGER (N 52/E 69) airfield and flew in 
formation over the woods around hAIUCTDORF. 


20 September 1949 


A hundred and fifty-six fighters were parked at the JUETEifflOG- 
ALTEG L.»0Eh airfield about 5 plnu Twenty- four more fighters 
were aloft at the same time. Glany officers were observed at 
the field* 



3« There was intensive passenger traffic at the JUJTEdBGG-ALTEO 
LAG-Zh airfield. About two hundred fighters with the follow- 
ing features were parked in front of the hangars on the north- 
ern edge of the airfield: single-seat low-wing monoplane, in- 
line engine, radiator under fuselage* 


4o A large pile of 50-kilogram bombs was on the eastern edge of 
the field* 


1 October 1949 

5c The bombs were no longer at the field. The aircraft were 
parked as before*
